Confer Regarding Lumber Questionnaire 


Conferences were begun here yesterday at the Hotel Washing- 
ton, called by the National Lumber Manufacturers’ Association to 
discuss the lumber questionnaire which has been sent out by the 
Timber Section of the Bureau of Internal Revenue. The paper 
and pulp industry was represented. R. B. Goodman, of the Na- 
tional Association, acted as chairman. 

Major D. T. Mason, chief of the timber section, addressed the 
conference yesterday and told the lumbermen what his section 
has done and what he hopes it may accomplish, 

During the conference Henry S. Graves, chief forester of the 
United States, addressed the meeting in connection with the crea- 
tion of a Department of Public Works to take over the activities 
of the Department of the Interior. He opposed that feature of 
the bill which would put under the new department the forestry 
service. 

During the course of the conferences, which will probably last 
for the remainder of the week, the subject of timber valuation, 
depreciation, capitalization, and inventories will be discussed. 
Amendments to the present law and the revision of the timber 
regulations will also be given consideration. 


Paper Deterioration in Storage 

The Paper Laboratory of the Bureau of Standards has the fol- 
lowing to say in connection with the deterioration in the strength 
of paper after storage: 

“As a result of tests upon approximately 150 samples of paper, 
stored since March, 1909, it is noticed that bonds and ledgers con- 
taining 100 per cent. rag did not deteriorate in bursting strength 
as much as printing, writing, and similar paper containing wood 
pulp. The loss in bursting strength for the first class of papers 
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tested was about 11.9 per cent., while the bursting strength for the 

second class was 20.4 per cent. less than when tested 10 years ago. 

While these conclusions have been derived from tests on about 

150 samples, as noted above, a large number of additional samples 

will be tested soon and the results studied to determine, if possible, 

the cause and amount of the deterioration of paper in storage.” 
Make Report on Pulp 

The sub-committee appointed by officials of the State Depart- 
ment to take up the pulp situation with regarding to curtailment 
of exports has made its report to the department. 

While officials o fthe department will not discuss the matter 
until after they have made their official report to the President, 
it is understood that the sub-committee transmitted a great deal 
of detailed statistical work, but that in the report they did not 
make any recommendations. 

To Head Paper Committee 

Charles G. Stott, of the firm of Charles G. Stott & Co., has been 
elected chairman of the paper and stationery section of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Association here. Robert E. Mathers, 
of the Mathers-Lamm Paper Company, was elected vice-chairman 
of the section.

Eighty-five salesmen interested in the formation and success of 
the Salesmen’s Association of the Paper Industry, whish was 
recently organized at the fall conference of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association met Wednesday, January 7, at the Interna- 
tional Buyers’ Club, which occupies a large portion of the Bush 
Terminal Building, 130 West 42nd street, New York. 

The advisory committee of the newly-formed association had 
outlined a program which included a tour of the Bush Terminal 
Building, a supper at the club, and addresses by L. B. Steward, 
president of the Salesmen’s Association, and by George F. Gil- 
more, of the Bush Terminal Company.

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CANADIAN NEWS PRINT MEN | 
AGAINST FURTHER CONTROL 


Have Been Willing to Assist in Carrying Out the Wishes of 
the Government During the War but Acquiesced Only 
Under Protest with the Order in Council Carrying For- 
ward the Control of Prices for Another Six Months— 
Price Bros. & Co. Refuse to Supply Canadian Publishers 
with News Print According to Rulings of the Paper 
Controller-—Pulp and Paper Men to Meet. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTREAL, Quebec, January 12, 1920.—The pot is boiling once 
more over the question of the supply of news print to Canadian 
publishers. This is the result of the threatened suspension of 
Winnipeg papers owing to the supplies of news print not being 
forthcoming and through the action of Price Brothers & Co. in 
absolutely refusing to supply Canadian publishers with news print 
according to the rulings of the paper controller. As reported, a 
meeting was held in Ottawa recently, at which an amicable agree- 
ment was arrived: at between the publishers and the news print 
manufacturers by which the latter agreed to supply all domestic 
requirements for the next six months at $80 per ton, the lowest 
price to prevail after that period. The stand taken by Price 
Brothers, however, has brought out the fact that this firm has the 
tacit support of all the other manufacturers, who regard the 
Dominion Government as exceeding their rights in fixing prices 
and controlling business in the way they have done in regard to 
domestic supply of news print. 


A Political Manoeuvre 
Speaking to your correspondent, one authority on the subject 
said: “We regard the whole paper control as a political ma- 
noeuvre and unjustified by any economic situation or public need. 
As a matter of fact the news print manufacturers have been will- 
ing to assist in carrying out the wishes of the Government under 
the circumstances prevailing during the war and they acquiesced 
only under protest with the Order-in-Council carrying forward 
the control of prices for another six months. At no time under 
any circumstance have they agreed that the government has a 
right to control the industry. Sir William Price throughout the 
whole period contested the right of the Government to exercise 
the control, but withheld this protest during the war. His only 
object now is to get a ruling of the court on the question. In this 
country it has always been held that each province has the right 
of full control over its own natural resources. This is a right 
conceded under the British North America Act and we claim it 
has been superceded by Order-in-Council, whereas only an act of 

Parliament could interfere with those rights.” 


Price Brothers & Co. have retained several of the leading con- 
stitutional lawyers in Canada to defend their rights, including 
Aime Geoffdion, Charles Lanetot and Eugene Lafleur. 

Among the firms which Price Brothers & Co. have been ordered 
to supply with paper is that of the Montreal Star and one or twe 
other Montreal papers. It is stated that these firms have sent 
notices of their requirements to the company and have received 
a notification from the company that their orders will not be 
filled. It is rather significant that following upon this action by 
Price Brothers, the Montreal Star this week features the follow- 
ing announcement on its front page: 


An EXPLANATION 


Orrawa, January 8—It is believed by those who profess to 
know the inwardness of the paper control that the argument in 
favor of the perpetuation of the control is based on the fact that 
the paper mills get their supply of material by grace of the Gov- 


ernment at cost ridiculously low, and the least they can do is to 
recognize the needs of the country instead of persisting in the 
export of all they can sell to the detriment of the country of 
origin, 

Officials say if the paper makers were charged reasonable rates 
for stumpage and taxes commensurate with their fabulous profits, 
they would think the Controller’s rulings not only reasonable, but 
such as should be complied with cheerfully. 


New Mills for New Brunswick 


Howard Smith, of Montreal, president of the Howard Smith 
Paper Mills Company, operating two mills in Quebec and one in 
Ontario, appeared before the New Brunswick Provincial Govern- 
ment a day or two ago, and placed before Premier Foster and 
his associates a proposition for the establishment of pulp and paper 
mills in New Brunswick by a new corporation, 


Wayagamack Buys Additional Limits 

The Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Company, Limited, following 
on the recent purchase of the extensive Breakey timber limits, on 
the south shore of the St. Lawrence, have now completed pur- 
chase of the limits owned by the Portneuf Pulp and Lumber Com- 
pany, of Albany, N. Y., in the Saguenay District. These new 
areas comprise 484 square miles and are said to be among the best 
along the north shore. The purchase is regarded as a most im- 
portant one and brings the total limit holdings of the Wayagamack 
Company above 2,000 square miles. When originally formed the 
company secured the Baptist limits in the St. Maurice district, 
which have a total area of 1,121 square miles. Towards the end 
of 1919 they acquired the Breakey limits, with a total area of 451 
square miles and with the acquisition of the Portneuf Pulp and 
Lumber Company limits, of 484 square miles, they now have a 
total of 2,056 square miles. The limits are all situated in different 
territories and will give the company holdings of standing timber 
far in excess of the requirements of their mills. It is thought 
that with this new acquisition the Wayagamack Company has the 
second largest limits of any company in Canada, the one limits that 
exceed them being those of Price Bros. & Co. 


The New Pulp and Paper Company 

A company to be known as the Howard Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, capitalized at $1,500,000, has been formed to establish a pulp 
and paper plant on the St. Francis River, near Sherbrooke, Que. 
The company has acquired about ten acres of land within easy 
reach of the four railways which pass through Sherbrooke. It is 
proposed to manufacture mechanical pulp at the start, and to add 
a unit for the manufacture of news print later on if conditions 
are favorable. At the beginning, the company plans to use from 
3,000 to 3,500 horse-power. B. C. Howard, who is the president 
of the company, appeared before the City Council of Sherbrooke 
a day or two ago, with a request for exemption from taxation for 
the company’s plant and a special rate for surplus power which 
he would purchase from the city from their present unused 
supply. 

Brompton Company’s Annual Statement 

In preparation for the annual meeting of the Brompton Pulp 
and Paper Company, Limited, to be held in Montreal next week, 
the company has issued the annual statement to shareholders 
showing earnings for the twelve-monthly period ended October 
31 last amounting to $1,098,337, an increase of $47,063 over the 
1918 exhibit and $24,775 in excess of that for the preceding year. 

After allowance is made for the usual charges, including $188,- 
499 for depreciation, compared with some $1,600 less in the last 
annual report, the balance available for distribution among holders 
of the company’s common shares amounted to $687,383, equal to 
9.8 per cent, against 9.1 per cent in the 1918 showing and 9.6 per 
cent in the previous year. 

After deducting the sum of $350,000, representing the usual 
dividends at the rate of 5 per cent paid during the year, the

surplus of $337,383 remained to be added to the balance carried 
into the 1919 accounts from the preceding year, bringing the profit 
and loss balance up to $967,693. 

The balance sheet discloses little change in the working capital 
position of the company as compared with a year ago, current 
assets exceeding liabilities of a similar character by $1,818,083 
compared with $1,813,794 in 1918 and $1,719,756 in the previous 


year. Further details in this respect follows:

Cash holdings at the end of the period under review declined 
‘by nearly $120,000 from the level of 1918, but accounts receivable 
were higher by some $150,000, while inventories were increased 
by $136,741 at $2,309,213. Investments of the company were aug- 
mented during the year by nearly $860,000, reflecting the purchase 
of the Odell Manufacturing Company early in the Brompton 1919 
fiscal year. To effect this, it will be recalled, the company 
offered an issue of $1,000,000 20-year 6 per cent general mortgage 
bonds offered to shareholders early in 1919 at a price of 80. The 
new issue brought the company’s outstanding bonds up to a total 
at the end of October last of $2,375,000, compared with $1,452,000 
at the close of the previous year. 

Other changes of an outstanding nature as compared to the 
position of the previous year include a reduction in bank loans 
from $500,000 in 1918 to $375,000 in the latest statement, and 
an increase of approximately $125,000 to $452,474 in the amount 
set aside for accrued payments and other charges, including re- 
serve for business profits war tax. 


Summary by Mr. McCrea 


In a short summary of the results of the year, F. N. McCrea, 
M.P., the president of the company, states in part, “Taking into 
consideration the extreme depression which existed in the paper 
business generally for the first six months of your company’s fiscal 
year following the signing of the armistice, the annual report can 
be considered satisfactory.” The outlook for the current year, 
Mr. McCrea states, is “most satisfactory.” 


The Freight Rates and the Paper Trade 


The pulp and paper manufacturers of Canada are seriously 
concerned over the action of the Canadian Freight Association 
in cancelling all export freights for pulp and paper to Seattle 
and Tacoma. It is understood that as a result of their repre- 
sentations, the order which was to have gone into effect on 
January 15, has been postponed for a month so that the railways 
and the pulp and paper men may further discuss the matter. It 
is further stated that the Riordon Sales Company, Canadian Ex- 
port Paper Company, Ltd., the Montreal Board of Trade and 
other interested parties, are preparing to fight the cancellation 
of export rates. 

In reviewing the matter today a pulp and paper exporter statea 
that if Canadian pulp and paper cannot be shipped to the Orient 
via Seattle and Tacoma, as at present, Canada will lose one of 
her most promising markets. 

“This big Canadian industry,” he said, “lives on its export trade, 
and should be increasing instead of having barriers put up against 
it by the railways. New mills cannot be constructed under these 
conditions.” 

The increase of 25 per cent in railway freight rates which was 
permitted during the war, is continued for the year 1920 by an 
order issued today by the Board of Railway Commissioners. 
‘There was no surprise expressed today by local shippers who 
gealize that railway maintenance today is as high as ever. They 


object to further increases proposed for pulp and paper, however. 

Meanwhile the proposed action of the United States to increase 

freight rates is being watched here with interest, as it may be 

followed by similar action on the part of Canadian railways. 
The Abitibi Company Offers $10,000 in Prizes 

The Abitibi Power and Paper Company, Limited, has announced 
to its workmen of the Iriquois Falls, that the sum of $10,000 in 
cash will be awarded in the year 1920 for suggestions of imme- 
diate benefit regarding production costs or quality. 

A committee of foremen are now working out the details of this 
offer, and the rules will be put in booklet form and distributed to 
the employees in the near future. 

Every suggestion of merit will be awarded some prize, whether 
suggestion is put in operation immediately or not. This means 
that if the committee is satisfied that the suggestion is practical 
and worth using, that the one making the suggestion will not have 
to wait for his award until the idea is actually put into operation. 

Suggestions will be received concerning the following: 1. Re- 
duction in cost of production. 2. Improvements in quality. 3. 
Prevention or reduction of accidents. 4. Betterment of working 
conditions. 5. Recovery of reclamation of waste. 6. Improved 
methods of handling material. 

Suggestions are to be written on blanks provided. for that pur- 
pose and deposited in suggestion boxes. They will then be typed 
on standard forms and given a number, so that no one will know 
whose idea it is until after award has been made, unless the com- 
mittee find it necessary to have the author explain some point 
that is not clear. 

A list of those who have earned awards is to be published once 
a month. 

The Annual Meeting of P. & P. Association 

Arrangements are now being made for the annual meeting of 
the Canadian Pulp & Paper Association, which will be held at the 
Ritz Carlton Hotel, Montreal, on Friday, January 30. There will 
be business sessions morning and afternoon and there will be a 
luncheon and a dinner in the evening. Among the prominent men 
to whom invitations to speak at this dinner have been sent are 
Sir Lomer Gouin, Prime Minister of Quebec; E. Beatty, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and Lloyd Harris, who 
was head of the Canadian Trades Mission in London; Henry A. 
Wise, of New York, and others. It is expected that at the same 
time a meeting of the National News Print Service Bureau will 
be held in Montreal, at which thirty-five or forty American manu- 
facturers will be present. This will add to the interest of the 
annual meeting of the association. 





To Operate Paper Mill at Readsboro, Vt. 

BRATTLEBORO, Vt., January 12, 1920—The Valley Development 
Company, Inc., of Brattleboro, has been incorporated to operate a 
paper mill at Readsboro, Vt. ‘The concern has been incorporated 
under Vermont laws for $50,000 with Robert L. Fitts, Miss Helen 
Fenton and Miss Genevieve Murphy, all of Brattleboro, named as 
the incorporators. The company will conduct its paper making 
business in the building now occupied, under lease from the New 
England Power Company, by the National Metal Edge Box Com- 
pany. Mr. Fitts is president of the new concern.

ON PESHTIGO CO.’S PLANT 


Mill, it Is Expected, Will Be Ready to Begin the Manufacture 
of Paper by April 1|—Formal Transfer Is Completed of 
the Marinette and Menominee Paper Co. to the Con- 
tinental Paper Bag Co. of New York—Fire Damages 
the Plant of the American Writing Paper Co. at De 
Pere—Thilmany Pulp & Paper Co. of Kaukauna to 
Sell Building Lots to Its Employees.

AppLeton, Wis., January 13, 1920.—Notwithstanding the extreme 
cold weather of the last few weeks, construction work on the new 
plant of the Peshtige Pulp and Paper Company at Peshtigo, Wis., 
is progressing rapidly and officials are still confident that the mill 
will be ready to commence operations on April 1. It was feared 
that the long siege of cold weather would compel cessation of 
work and that opening of the mill would be indefinitely delayed. 

The first story of the main structure is completed, and the 
second story will be finished by the end of another week. Heat- 
ing apparatus has been installed to make it possible to continue 
interior work during the remainder of the winter. Machinery 
manufacturers have promised to have the machines in Peshtigo 
on scheduled time. 

It is probable that development of the water-power site at 
Place Rapids, which the company recently acquired, will be de- 
ferred for some time. It is believed that enough power can be 
developed at the mill site to keep the mill running until extensive 
enlargements are made. The matter will be considered at the 
annual meeting of stockholders the latter part of January.

Fire Damages American Writing Mill

Thilmany Paper Co. Sells Building Lots

Arrangements have been completed for building 
about 40 hours next spring and summer and more will be built if 
there is a demand.

Water Power and Paper Company, of Grand Rapids, as visiting 
industrial nurse. She started her new duties this week. The 
office has just been created by the company. The nurse for the 
present will confine her efforts to employees of the company’s 
plant at Grand Rapids. 


General News of the Trade 

Although the Nekoosa-Edwards Paper Company, of Nekoosa 
and Port Edwards, has been running at capacity for several weeks, 
striking union men at a mass meeting decided to continue the 
strike indefinitely. It was stated at the office of the company that 
applicants for positions are being turned away daily. 

A new corporation of which the Menasha Paper Company, of 
Ladysmith, and the Flambeau Paper Company, of Park Falls, are 
among the organizers, has been formed to build reservoirs along 
the Flambeau River in order to conserve the water supply. The 
corporation plans to build a dam at the juncture of the Flambeau 
and Turtle rivers, near Park Falls, at a cost of more than a half- 
million dollars. The reservoir will cover about 18,000 acres of 
land. Practically all water-power users along the Flambeau River 
and along the Chippewa River, below its junction with the Flam- 
beau, are members of the corporation. 

John Stevens, Neenah, retired paper manufacturer, who has 
been seriously ill for several weeks, is recovering slowly at his 
home. He suffered two ‘paralytic strokes recently. 

Mrs. George A. Whiting, wife of the president of the George A. 
Whiting Paper Company, is also said to be recovering from her 
illness.

Articles of incorporation have been filed with the secretary of 
state at Madison for the Cream City Paper and Specialty Com- 
pany, of Milwaukee, capitalized at $100,000. The company will 
engage in the manufacture and sale of paper specialties. 

The marriage of Eugenia Wagner Murphy, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. P. Wagner, of the Northern Paper Mills, Green 
Bay, and Floyd B. Evans, of Chicago, occurred last week at the 
home of the bride’s parents. Mr. Wagner is president of the 
Northern Paper Mills. The couple will reside in Chicago. 


Reducing Fire Liability 

All conditions are highly favorable to the early decay of lumber 
used in the construction of paper mills and, as insurance men well 
understand, partly decayed timber is a decidedly greater fire hazard 
than sound timber. 

Wood used in such buildings as paper mills should be treated’ 
with creosote. When freshly impregnated with creosote oil, it is 
somewhat more combustible than untreated wood, but after it 
has become dry, it is more fire resistant.

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WAGE INCREASES GRANTED 
BY CONCERNS IN HOLYOKE 


United States Envelope Co. and National Blank Book Co. 
Meet With Request of Employees for Higher Wages— 
Paper Mill Help Is Scarce and This Condition Is Likely 
to Become More Serious in the Near Future—George L. 
Rodier Is Made Pacific Coast Manager of the American 
Writing Paper Co.—Profits of American Writing 
Paper Co.—Other News of the Trade.

HotyoxeE, Mass., January 12, 1920.—Wages in the ranks of paper 
mill employees continue to advance. During the past week two 
concerns again advanced the pay for their employees. Following 
an hour conference, the middle of last week, the officials of the 
local branch of the United States Envelope Company granted the 
request of the employees that they be given a 15 per cent. increase 
in wages, and that in turn they would waive the vacation privilege 
recently announced by the company. The other concern to ad- 
vance wages is the National Blank Book Company. Two weeks 
ago the employees of the National presented a “round robin” to 
Treasurer Frank B. Towne, of the concern, calling for increased 
wages. The concern employs something over 700 hands, and it 
is understood that the increase amounts to 10 per cent. 

Paper Mill Help Scarce 

In order to engage better help and to solve more quickly the 
labor problem, another concern, it is expected, will soon open an 
employment office uptown. Local paper mills are experiencing 
much difficulty in obtaining satisfactory labor. In fact at times 
it is almost out of the question to get any sort of labor. This is 
not only the case with one concern, but with all. The employ- 
ment bureaus already established at a majority of the mills are 
being kept on the jump for help, and one of the leading manu- 
facturers said to the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL’s correspondent the 
other day: “We are having a devilish time getting help.” With 
the opening of the new automobile plants here during the coming 
year conditions will undoubtedly become more aggravated than 
they are now. Automobile manufacturers are noted for the 
lavish salaries paid their workers, and already paper mill workers 
here have indicated their intention to desert the paper mills for 
the automobile shops. 

American Writing Paper Changes 

One of the recent noteworthy additions to the personnel of the 
American Writing Paper Company is George L. Rodier, who has 
just been appointed to the important post of Pacific Coast mana- 
ger of that company. He will take up his new duties at the San 
Francisco office about January 26, 

Having been identified with the paper industry for 23 years, 
Mr. Rodier is weil known as an expert in paper matters, particu- 
larly those relating to sales promotion and marketing. 

For a number of years he held important positions with the 
Strathmore Paper Company, Kimberly & Clark, Stone & Andrews 
and Parsons & Whittemore. He has also had extensive experience 
in paper exporting, and at one time was South American repre- 
sentative for large American interests. He succeeds Charles F. 
Armstrong, resigned. 

J. L. Ebbels, of New York City, has been appointed manager 
of the Typewriter Paper Department of the Amrican Writing 
Paper Company. 

Mr. Ebbls was formerly with this company in the Service De- 
partment. He has had broad experience in marketing and sales 
promotion of all kinds of paper, having been sales manager of 
W. D. Harper, Inc., of New York City, and having been identi- 
fied with a number of other jobbers. 


For some time he carried on a mill agency business in New 
York, handling both domestic and export trade, 

Mr. Ebbels will make his headquarters in Holyoke. He will 
have as an assistant, L. P. Howes, of Springfield. 

Mr. Howes has had considerable experience in marketing paper. 
He was with several paper merchants; and will specialize on type- 
writer paper for this company. 

Salesmen Have Conference 

An important conference and discussion was held at the offices 
of the American Writing Paper Company on Saturday at which 
were present thirty-five salesmen and sales managers, represent- 
ing all districts. President George A. Galliver was chairman of 
the meeting when the sales policy which is intended to keep every 
mill in the company’s control running to full capacity during the 
ccming years, was formulated. The salesmen and other officials 
to the number of 80, also had a banquet at the Hotel Nonotuck, 
Friday night, at which speeches were made by ‘President Galliver, 
Vice-president R. R, Campbell, Harry W Alexander, assistant to 
the president; George Heintzemann, advertising counsel; Dr. 
Reindfuss, chemical engineer, and B. E. Hutchinson, treasurer 
of the company. 

American Writing Paper Earnings 

The poor business conditions in the paper industry during the 
first six or eight months: of the past year is having its reflection 
in the profits of the American Writing Paper Company. This. 
company for the 12 months ending December 31, shows, after 
taxes and fixed charges, a surplus available for preferred divi- 
dends of approximately $400,000, says the, Boston News Bureau. 
This is at a rate of $3.20 a share on preferred for the year, as 
against $10.02 for the previous fiscal year. 

While this showing is relatively poor on its face, it should be re- 
membered operations for the first six months of 1919 produced 
a deficit of about $500,000. This was due to readjustment of the 
industry made necessary by sudden ending of the war. During 
the early months of this year practically all buying of writing- 
paper tablets was at a standstill. 

Ability of the company to show a surplus of approximately 
$400,000 for the year means that the company during the last six 
months of the year earned nearly $1,000,000, after fixed charges, 
as it was necessary to absorb earlier deficit of $500,000 for the 
first half of 1919. 

Following the armistice, the American Writing Paper Company 
suffered in common with practically all other manufacturers of 
paper, news print excepted, from stagnation of paper markets. 
New buyers refused to come into the market, holding off on ex- 
pectation that lower prices would prevail. On the contrary, costs 
of manufacture showed no tendency to lower levels, and manu- 
facturers found themselves unable to reduce prices. 

For the first five months of this year, only a negligible amount 
of business was done by the American Writing Paper Company, 
which accounts for early deficit. About May, jobbers’ stocks be- 
came depleted almost to the exhaustion point and it became a 
matter of necessity to purchase. A strong market has prevailed 
since that time. 

Close of the year found the American Writing Paper Company 
with an abundance of orders on its books. While there was an 
unusually heavy demand for finer grade papers for holiday trade, 
buying of this sort was done carly in the fall, so that business. 
the last two months of the vear was of the more stable products. 

Foreign demand for American papers continues heavy. The 
South American countries are large buyers of papers, in addition 
to Europe. George A. Galliver, president of the company, only 
recently returned from a tour of Europe, where he went to in- 
vestigate conditions in the trade. The American Writing Paper 
Company is exporting its products at the rate of $3,000,000. Mr. 
Galliver on his return estimated that this figure could be doubled 
in the near future. 
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ACTIVE DEMAND FOR PAPER 
REPORTED ON PACIFIC COAST 


All Mills Are Rushed With Business and While They Are 
Taking Care of Their Regular Customers They Are Not 
Soliciting Any Additional Orders—Export Movement 
Is Comparatively Light, Although There Is a Good De- 
mand from Australia, New Zealand and the Orient— 
Zellerbach Paper Co. Will Increase Capital from 
$5,000,000 to $10,000,000.

San Francisco, January 7, 1920—The new year opened with 
a very healthy demand for paper of all kinds and a limited supply. 
All of the mills are rushed with business. Manufacturers can get 
any price they see fit to ask. Pacific Coast mills are taking care 
of their regular customers, but are not soliciting new business to 
any extent. 

San Francisco wholesalers have to carry large stocks, as they 
are so far from the Eastern mills, but they have had great diffi- 
culty in keeping up proper assortments. They have bought heavily 
in the Eastern market, taking whatever they could get. There 
seems to be no limit to the demand. News print and book, 
especially coated, are very scarce. 

The Pacific Coast mills are running full on news print, owing 
to the heavy demand, and the manufacture of wrappings has been 
cut down in consequence, causing some scarcity. 

Usually, the mills have a surplus of fruit paper at this season, 
but this year there has been no accumulation. The demand for 
news has been so heavy that the manufacturers have been engaged 
in taking care of the needs of the newspapers and the citrus fruit 
industry is taking the fruit paper as fast as it is produced. So, 
there seems to be but little prospect for a normal supply of fruit 
paper when the heavy demand comes on later in the year. 

Some of the California newspapers are conserving paper. The 
Los Angeles Examiner has reduced its page from 8- to 7-column 
width. 

The export movement is comparatively light, although there is 
a good demand from Australia, New Zealand and the Orient. 
Exporters who have to depend on Eastern shipments are doing 
business in a very limited way owing to the mills being sold for 
six months ahead and unable to say what they can do later owing 
to being short of materials and uncertain as to future labor con- 
ditions. News print for export is very hard to obtain, even from 
the Pacific Coast mills, which are loaded up with domestic orders. 
Harold D. Zellerbach, manager of the export department of thé 
Zellerbach Paper Company, reports an excellent demand for paper 
and paper products from Australia, New Zealand and the Orient, 
with moderate shipments being made. The company, however, is 
building for the future and is extending its facilities for securing 
the Trans-Pacific trade far in advance. Two of the company’s 
salesmen are sailing this week from New York for the Dutch 
East Indies, going by way of Holland. They will open offices in 
the principal cities under the general supervision of headquarters 
to be established at Batavia. Additions will be made to the force 
in the Orient. 


Zellerbach Paper Co. to Increase Stock 


The Zellerbach Paper Company has made financial arrangements 
to provide for a great expansion in the operations of the parent 
company and allied concerns. Permission has been granted by 
the State Bureau of Corporations for the Zellerbach Paper Com- 
pany to increase its authorized capital stock from $5,000,000 to 
$10,000,000. Of this amount, $7,500,000 will be common stock and 
$2,500,000 preferred stock. It is understood that the scope of the 


company’s export business will be greatly increased. The Na- 
tional Paper Products Company will double its plant in Stockton. 
The business of both companies showed a big increase last year. 


National Paper Products Co. Buys Machine 

The National Paper Products Company has ordered an addi- 
tional board machine of the Beloit Iron Works Company, which 
will be installed at the company’s plant in Stockton, Cal., where 
a large addition will be erected. The new machine will be a 
duplicate of the first machine, which has been in continuous opera- 
tion for more than a year. It has a capacity of about 80 tons a 
day. It is a 124-inch (114-inch trim) 6-cylinder machine, with 
6 press rollers and 85 forty-two-inch drivers. It is about 350 feet 
in length. The deliveries will be started in about fifteen months, 
and, when the new unit is in operation, in the fall of 1921, there 
will be a total capacity of 175 tons a day with 600 employees. 
Ground will be broken next spring, and about $1,000,000 will be 
expended in buildings, equipment, etc. M. R. Higgins is president 
of the company. 


Crown Willamette Paper Co. Running Normal 

The Crown Willamette Paper Company’s plants are again run- 
ning under almost normal conditions, after having been hampered 
for several weeks by unprecedented difficulties due to the severest 
winter weather experienced since the plants were established. 
The Willamette River was frozen for the third time since Oregon 
was settled by the white people. At the West Linn plant, the ice 
was 12 feet thick at the racks where the head gates are located 
and the water wheels were stopped. The mill was closed down 
for a week. Fuel oil could not be delivered by boat and cars 
were hard to get. The Columbia River was frozen hard and the 
temperature reached 14 degrees below zero at the Camas plant, 
a part of which was closed for some days. A supply of electric 
power from an outside source enabled some of the machinery to 
be operated. There was difficulty in securing logs with every- 
thing frozen up: Work is now under way in preparation for the 
erection of the building at West Linn, which is to house the new 
164-inch paper machine that was recently ordered from the Bagley 
& Sewall Company. E,. D. Jones & Son will furnish the Jordan 
engines and mixing machines. The General Electric Company is 
building the electric motors which will be used to drive the 
machinery in the new mill. 


Paper Boxboard Co. Does Big Business 

The Paper Boxboard Company, A. H. Dougall, Jr., general 
manager, had a big year’s business, and the boxboard mills of the 
Pacific Coast, which sell through this concern, are three months 
behind in filling orders. It now looks as if it could sell out its 
1920 output within a short time. The mills are running full and 
have a total output of about 350 tons of board a day. The export 
outlook is excellent. The super-test cannery case, which was 
brought out during the past season, has been well received by 
the Eastern trade. About 5,000,000 cases were sold, and it is 
expected that four times as many can be sold the coming season. 


Made Sales Manager of Zellerbach Paper Co. 

Frank C, Stratford, for ten years with the Zellerbach Paper 
Company’s San Francisco division and until recently in charge of 
the fine paper sales, has been made general sales-manager, his 
supervision extending over all divisions.

Mr. Stratford will first formulate a sales policy, working from a 
central office in San Francisco which will be a clearing house for 
selling ideas. He will visit the branches and mills and take advan- 
tage of every possible method of increasing paper sales. Young 
men will be trained in selling along scientific lines. Much effort 
will be devoted to educating the printing trade to sell more print- 
ing. Mr. Stratford has had twenty-three years 6f experience in 
the paper business and is exceptionally well fitted for solving the 
big sales problems.

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LOW PAPER STOCKS REPORTED 
IN PHILADELPHIA MARKET 


Year Ended With Lower Stocks on Hand Than Has Ever 
Been Known in the History of the Trade—Container 
Manila Is Added to Grading of Old Paper—Curtis 
Publishing Co. Consumes $19,000,000 Worth of Paper 
Yearly—Paper Manufacturers Co. Seeks Larger Quar- 
ters to Accommodate Its Growing Business—A. S. 
Datz & Son Entertains Fine Paper Division.

PHILADELPHIA, January 12, 1920.—Just as the past year broke 
all records in terms of dollars and cents, and in its last half in 
profits, so the new year established a new record as being the 
one in which stock on hand was lower than at any other year’s 
beginning. 

A New Stock Grading 

Old paper dealers have been compelled to establish a new grade 
of stock container manilas, te meet the great demand of the 
manufacturers of container boards. The requirements are for a 
stock which need not be so good as No. 1 manilas, but better 
than mixed—a stock with good fibre, free of cardboard, but not 
necessarily containing much manila. This grade is now bringing 
from 1.20 in the dealers’ warerooms to 1.30 delivered. The big 
local consumer is, of course, the Philadelphia Paper Manufactur- 
ing Company out in Manayunk. Generally the stock dealers re- 
port that the mills are taking all that is offered, particularly in 
the lower grades, that there is consequently no accumulation, even 
though freer supplies came with the new year, and that there is 
no haggling on the part of the mill representatives over prices. 


A $19,000,000 Paper Buyer 

Laying low the rumor that it was the intention of the Curtis 
Publishing Company to arrange for capacity purchase with sev- 
eral additional paper mills, Business Manager Collins, of that 
concern, is quoted as denying the report that its purchases for 
the three publications, the Saturday Evening Post, the Ladies’ 
Home Journal and the Country Gentleman, in 1920 will exceed 
$20,000,000. The company modestly claims that the aggregate will 
not bulk up much more than $19,000,000 for a single year’s con- 
sumption, although it hopes to catch up a little on a weekly short- 
age of over 100,000 copies in the Post alone. The company is a 
little loth to discuss its paper consumption, in view of existing 
agitation, although it points out that the situation of acute short- 
age refers rather to news than to its own requirements of book, 
and that the book paper makers long ago apportioned their prod- 
uct so that no consumers would be entirely cut off and that the 
reduction would be greatest with the biggest buyers. The com- 
pany buys in open market, but principally from the Crocker, Bur- 
bank & Co. Association. 


New Ventures Continue 

The new venture reported in the trade, that of the Atlantic 
Paper Company, is exciting interest, although no definite informa- 
tion thus far has been secured. The moving spirit in the new 
enterprise seems to be Thomas M. Simpson. His associates are 
Harry S. Higbee and William H. Creamer, Jr. Mr. Simpson is 
one of the most widely known men in the trade. He served long 
with the Garrett-Buchanan Company, was manager for the old 
firm of Irwin N. Megargee & Co., and upon the retirement of 
Thomas Hare became president of the Megargee-Hare Company 
until its recent dissclution, when he associated himself with the 
D. L. Ward Company in the flat paper department. 


Paper Manufacturers Co. Ceeks Larger Quarters 
The Paper Manufacturers’ Company, Sixth and Cherry streets, 


of which Frank A, O'Neill is president, is seeking larger quarters 
for the small roll division, now located at Thirteenth and Noble 
streets. The company has enjoyed a continuous expansion of 
business. It has outgrown the space at Thirteenth and Noble 
streets, and its president has been touring the city with real 
estate representatives looking for larger quarters.

Datz, was the host of the Fine Paper Division of the Philadelphia 
Paper Trade Association at a monthly dinner at The Bourse 
during the week.

Expansion in the Miami Valley 


Dayton, Ohio, January 12, 1919—Franklin seems destined to 
recover its pristine vigor as a paper center. Twenty or more 
years ago, no little city in the valley was regarded in advance of 
Franklin. Suddenly an adverse trade wind struck the place and 
several mills suspended. The town made famous by the Hardings 
and other well-known paper making families suffered a setback 
which more or less relegated it to the rear, with the exception that 
the American Writing Paper Company infused new blood by 
buying up the Harding mills and placing the plants on a high plane 
of efficiency. Then the Spero Brothers Paper Company, the 
Franklin Board and Paper Company, the Franklin Vulcanite 
Roofing Company and other establishments enlarged their plants 
until today the town is considered to be among the most enter- 
prising in the Miami Valley. 

Recently there has been a movement toward a still larger de- 
velopment. This week the announcement was made, following 
a conference of Stacy Thornton, general manager of the Vulcanite 
Roofing Company of that place, and general officials in Buffalo, 
that the output of the Franklin mills would be increased at least 
50 per cent, and probably doubled. This will necessitate the em- 
ployment of fifty additional employees and as the extensions inci- 
dent to this increased output will involve greater mill capacity, 
immediate work will necessarily be prosecuted. 

Last week, it was announced that Spero Brothers & Co. had 
purchased a large tobacco warehouse and would transform it into 
a plant for the manufacture of paper and pulp. Improvements 
were planned to make the building more modern. 

Among the additions being built in the extreme southern part 
of the valley are those under way at the plant of the Richardson 
Paper Company at Lockland, where a four-story warehouse is 
being constructed. Owing to the increasing business this has 
been needed for some time. 

The company also is building a Welfare Community Hall to be 
used by the employees. Welfare work has been given considerable 
attention for several years and it is felt that a hall wherein social 
gatherings and dances may be held by employees and their families, 
will be a valuable feature to the company’s business.

Mills Report That Trade for 1920 Has Opened Up Wonder- 
fully Well and That the Outlook for the Next Twelve 
Months Is Unusually Bright—Demand for All Grades 
of Waste Papers Is Active and Prices Are Extremely 
Firm—Increases in Prices Are Looked for in a Number 
of Lines—A. P. Costigan Issues Unusual Safety Cal- 
endar—Other Trade News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Toronto, Ont., January 12, 1920.—Raw materials continue to 
advance as well as labor and quotations are advancing accordingly. 
This sums up the situation regarding prices in nearly all lines 
of paper and, with the advent of the new year, prices are strength- 
ening all the time. This has had, however, no appreciable effect 
in reducing the amount of business coming to hand, and all mills 
report that trade for 1920 has opened up wonderfully well. While 
a slump may come some time in the pulp and paper industry, there 
is not a single manufacturer who believes that it will arrive dur- 
ing the present year, and the forthcoming twelve months are 
looked forward to as the greatest and most expansive in the his- 
tory of the business. 

Kraft, both glazed and unglazed, was advanced half a cent and 
now sells to jobbers at nine and a half cents, less five per cent. 
discount. Resale price has also been advanced a straight half- 
cent per pound. There has been a considerable advance on 
Bristols, white and colors, owing to the increased values of raw 
materials. Poster papers are the latest to aviate. The price to 
printers and others on ordinary colors of poster paper, long 
lapped, in regular sizes, is now 10% cents per pound; dark blue 
and golden rod, 1034 cents; cardinals, 11% cents; terms, net, 
thirty days, f. o. b. Toronto and Montreal. This is a jump of 
about two cents per pound. The new list, which went into effect 
recently on all kinds of board, being a raise from twelve to 
fifteen per cent., will apply on all shipments up to March 3, next, 
when there may be another revision in figures due to the steady 
advance in costs. 

In connection with the further investigation of book and half- 
tone news papers, which the Trade and Class Section of the 
Canadian Paper Press Association desired, Commissioner Pringle, 
of Ottawa, was in Toronto last week and held a session. After 
some argument by counsel, Mr. Pringle expressed the opinion 
that nothing could be accomplished by further inquiry, but added 
he was willing.to recommend to the Federal government that a 
further expenditure of $10,000 be made to continue the probe if 
it appeared necessary. With the information that he had, and the 
satisfactory reports received from a number of companies, show- 
ing that they were making only a fair profit, he did not think 
it worth while proceeding with further inquiry. Most prices, now 
that the war was over, were being regulated by the law of supply 
and demand. There was at present no shortage in book and half- 
tone news papers, and there was, he said, a competitive market, 
so that prices would be held down by that means. Mr. Pringle 
declared that if the trade and class journals could convince him 
that further evidence would show excess profits, he would be very 
willing to secure the facts. In the meantime, the probe is waived. 

The demand for all grades of waste paper is excellent. Prices 
are firm and dealers are looking for an increase in prices on a 
number of lines. The mills are holding tight for the present, but 
as stocks get reduced it is believed they will soon have to enter 
the market and pay more. The roofing plants are buying freely, 
with a corresponding advance in all grades. 


Wants Change in Sale of Limits 

Hartley Dewart, leader of the Opposition in the Ontario Legis- 
lature, has written to Hon. Beniah Bowman, Minister of Lands 
and Forests for the province, calling attention to the advertise- 
ments requesting bids for the right to cut timber on an area lo- 
cated southwest of an adjoining timber berth, G 59, and to the 
south of Minnietakie Lake, in the district of Kenora, and also 
the timber in the township of Hele, west of Nipigon township, in 
the district of Thunder Bay. Mr. Dewart alleges that at this 
season of the year it is impossible for prospective buyers of 
timber limits to cruise the areas, which are at present being 
offered by the department. He also charges political favoritism 
and asks for a full investigation. He believes that the time for 
soliciting tenders on all timber and pulp wood concession should 
be postponed until the warm weather—not when there is about 
three feet of snow in the bush. In the summer, timber can be 
cruised and its quantity and value properly estimated, but not 
at this period, according to Mr. Dewart. 

General Jottings of the Trade 

A. P. Costigane, of Toronto, safety engineer of the Ontario 
Pulp and Paper Makers’ Safety Association, who designed a 
unique Safety calendar for 1920, suitably illustrated, in the interest 
of the work, reports that the paper and pulp mills of the province 
have taken no less than 15,000 copies. These will be hung in the 
various departments of every mill. 

D. F. Robertson, general manager of the Northumberland Paper 
and Electric Company, Campbellford, Ont., who has had a long 
municipal experience, was elected an alderman in that town at 
the recent elections for the coming year. 

W. J. Hussey, general superintendent of the Spanish River Pulp 
and Paper Mills, Espanola, Ont., was presented by the heads of 
the various departments of the plant during the recent holidays 
with a handsome cathedral chime clock. 

The work of installing the new Canadian plant of the Nashua 
Gummed and Coated Paper Company, at Peterborough, Ont., is 
going ahead satisfactorily. About three tons of paper will be 
waxed daily. V. E. Numez is superintendent of the Canadian 
plant. 

W. H. Sherriff, of the Hodge-Sherriff Paper Company, of To- 
ronto, selling agent for the Wayagamack Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, of Three Rivers, Que., has returned from a business trip 
to England in connection with the sale of kraft paper and pulp 
overseas.. 

Samuel G. McCoubrey, who is private secretary to R. A. Mc- 
Innis, mill manager of the Abitibi Power and Paper Company, 
was recently re-elected mayor of Iroquois Falls, Ont., for the 
sixth time. 

A convention of representative business men will be held at 
North Bay, Ont., on January 21 and 22, to discuss the needs and 
developments of the North, with a view to outlining a compre- 
hensive and progressive policy of expansion which will be sub- 
mitted to the Ontario government. The pulp and paper towns of 
Espanola, Smooth Rock Falls, [roquois Falls, Dryden and Stur- 
geon Falls will all send delegates to set forth their particular 
requirements in the great forward movement. 

L. McIntosh Ellis, formerly of Toronto, who served overseas 
with the Canadian Forestry Corps, was in Toronto this week on 
his way to New Zealand, where he has been appointed by the 
government as Director of Forestry for the Islands. This is a 
great honor for a Canadian, as Mr. Ellis was selected from a 
large number of candidates for the position.

Burchell as the man who will tell the local paper company execu- 
tives and accounting forces details of the system deemed most 
satisfactory. A president, vice-presidents, secretary and treasurer 
will be elected. 

To Develop Wood Pulp Terminal 

The Taggarts Paper Company has just purchased 100 acres of 
land along the St. Lawrence River, at Clayton, and during the 
coming season will develop a modern wood pulp terminal on the 
property. It will be the most modernly equipped and extensive 
terminal along the St. Lawrence River. 

George C. Sherman, president of the company, said today that 
it is the present plan to build their own terminal, wood preparing 
plant, storage and loading conveyors during the coming season 
and to commence delivering pulp wood when navigation opens in 
the summer of 1921. 

“We have purchased what appears to be a suitable pulp wood 
terminal,” said Mr. Sherman. “It has a long waterfront and 
adjoins the New York Central tracks. The property is much 
larger in extent than is needed for our own requirements, and 
we shall offer what we do not ourselves require to other loval 
manufacturers at attractive prices. We predict that the entire 
one hundred acres will eventually be entirely utilized and that the 
all-the-year labor requirement wil! be of a permanent benefit to 
Clayton. Lower Quebec, along the St. Lawrence, has become the 
necessary source of supply of pulp wood for the mills of northern 
New York. The increased and increasing cost of railroad service 
compels us to utilize the cheaper water transportation.” 

For several years the Taggarts Paper Company has obtained 
practically all its supply of pulp wood from Canada. More or 
less annoying difficulty has been experienced in obtaining cars 
for shipment and delivery as desired. Most of the mills in this 
section are similarly situated. It is believed that with this termi- 
nal in operation and a fleet of bottoms plying between the Cana- 
dian rivers and Clayton, better service will be obtained. 

Valuables Found in Old Rags 

Valuable rings, large and small rolls of bills and smaller coins 
of various countries are found from time to time in the piles of 
rags used by Knowlton Brothers, Inc., in the manufacture of 
high-grade colored specialties. The women who have in the past 


years been employed to free the rags from buttons and various 
hard substances, have been able to make interesting collections. 

H. E. Harmon, secretary of the company, today recalled a num- 
ber of special incidents where valuable discoveries were made in 
the old rags. The subject was brought up when he spoke of a 
new machine which the company is planning to purchase and 
install for cutting rags into small pieces. 

The rags come pressed into bales, At the present time a small 
number of garments are received, the rags being mostly clippings, 
but in the past large quantities of garments from foreign lands 
and this country were used. It was then that the valuables were 
frequently found by the local pickers. 

One woman found a roll of $60 in the pocket of a garment, 
another found $45, and many smaller amounts were picked from 
the clothes. No end to coins of every nationality prevailed, many 
of them being cut in pieces as they passed through the grinder. 
It was not long ago that one of the girls found two rings. She 
feared that they might be taken from her, so did not bring them 
to the office. She took them to a jeweler, who valued them as 
very costly rings. It is thought probable that some fellow lost 
his engagement ring when the rag-picker visited the home, but 
there was no method of tracing out the owner. In fact there was 
no way of locating the owners of any of the valuables, and the 
company allows them to remain the property of the finders. 

One package was discovered a few years ago to contain a small 
box, and one of the girls carried that home with her. Under 
present conditions the rags are sterilized and are not productive 
of many articles of special value, for few garments are used. 

To Sell Employees Food at Cost 

More than two tons of flour will be included in the cargo of 
foodstuffs to be purchased by the Knowlton Brothers, Inc., for 
their employees and delivered at cost under wholesale prices. 
Already the employees have hastened to take advantage of the 
offer of the company to assist them in the mastery of the present 
high cost of living, and more than $2,000 worth of orders have 
been filed. 

James C. McCormick, assistant secretary of the company, has 
in charge the handling of the proposition. He is receiving or- 
ders from the employees who desire to make the experiment and 
who are convinced that co-operative purchasing will save them 
a large per cent. in the cost of living. Flour, sugar, vegetables, 
canned goods, tobacco and all kinds of groceries are included in 
the orders. When the list is complete, Mr. McCormick will re- 
ceive bids on the order as a whole. 

Already some of the local wholesale houses have asked to sub- 
mit figures, and there is evidence that the order is to be one that 
will receive special consideration. It is expected that possibly 
local flour companies will be able to make special figures on the 
two tons of flour desired. That the employees will greatly benefit 
by the deal is certain. When the delivery is made to the com- 
pany, a truck will be engaged to deliver the various orders to 
the homes of the employees. 

In view of the fact that the store opened by the Salvation Army 
is selling groceries at a 20 per cent. reduction on the market prices, 


jit is expected that the Know!ton Brothers’ scheme will work out 


an even better figure. When the first order has been filled to the 
satisfaction of the employees, it is believed the second order will 
be even larger. Already other concerns in this city are taking an 
interest in the newly initiated plan. 
New York Forestry Association to Meet 

Invitations are being received here today to the annual meeting 
of the New York State Forestry Association to be held at the 
Statler Hotet in Buffalo on January 28. Frank L. Moore and 
several other prominent lumbermen of this section will probably 
attend. It is the first time since the association was organized in 
1913 that the annual meeting has been held in the western part 
of the state.

Loading substances may and do serve other purposes than to 
cheapen paper and lower its quality. For ordinary printing 
papers, news, etc., a fair amount of loading added to the pulp 
is directly necessary, in order to render the paper more efficient 
in absorbing printer’s ink and colors. It also diminishes the 
transparency of the paper. An ash content of 14 to 15 per cent. 
is common in printing papers; also in the better grades of news 
print loading materials show themselves to be very needful, since 
they fill up the pores of the paper and raise the printing quality. 
By means of loading the paper pulp can also be manufactured 
into a much lighter, better and more uniformly thick sheet in all 
its parts. The elasticity of the paper sheet and its power to 
absorb printer’s ink do not suffer through carefully measured 
additions of loading substances. For writing paper loading is 
also essential. 

Facilitates Rapid Production 

Loading facilitates the rapid production of pulp; it is the 
complement of the properties of the wood cellulose, and also 
renders its manufacture cheaper. Writing papers with an ash 
content of 20 per cent. satisfy all economical demands. For news 
print paper and writing paper loading is advantageous, but it is 
to be rejected in packing papers, because it diminishes their 
essential property—toughness. 


Commonly Used Loading Substances 

Loading substances in common use, kaolin and annaline (nat- 
ural gypsum) have their defects. Thus natural gypsum is very 
white, but it is soluble in water, so that it yields great loss in 
figures. Precipitated barium sulphate (Blanc fixe) is very suit- 
able, owing to its great whiteness, but its high density is a 
disadvantage. Noteworthy, among other loading materials are 
talcum and asbestine. 


Fitness of a Loading Substance 
According to Rohland’s view the fitness of a loading sub- 
stance can be measured by its adsorption power for organic dye- 
stuffs. Apart from this adsorption power, the size of the particles 
of the loading material plays an important part. The adsorption 
of loading to the fibres seems to be specially thorough in beating 
greasy pulps. Though the beating of these pulps is favored by 


the adsorption of the very fine particles of loading, we may also 
expect a favorable influence on the yield through the action of 
the coarser particles, since they are more easily taken up, and 
more firmly fixed by the fibres than the finer particles. In beating 
these pulps we can increase the affinity of the fibrous material for 
loading by adding size. By means of suitable processes the auto- 
type printing papers can be produced with a 35 per cent. ash con- 
tent and more. Indeed there are printings with an 85 per cent. 
ash content, so that the paper actually consists of equal parts of 
fibre and loading, if an approximation of the paper and its volume 
is made with reference to the relative weights of fibre and loading. 
Such heavy papers are used as sugar blue-paper, as they are 
weighed with the goods.

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Eastern Forest Survey 

Dean Hugh P. Baker, of the New York State College of For- 
estry, who has done much commendable work for some time past 
in connection with the country’s forestry problems, deserves the 
support of paper and pulp manufacturers in the efforts he is 
making for a survey of the Eastern forests. The Dean has just 
written United States Senator Poindexter an interesting letter 
on this subject. In part, he says: 

“I have noted with great interest your bill for the government 
survey of pulp timber in the northwest. Having worked for 
three seasons in Washington, Oregon and Idaho, I am fairly ta- 
miliar with the situation out there and believe that there should 
be a-very careful survey of the timber situation in the northwest, 
both from the standpoint of the future possibilities in the pro- 
duction of pulp and as a source of lumber for eastern markets. 

“For some time the New York State College of Forestry has 
been urging a careful survey of the forest areas of New York, 
because it feels that the state cannot determine a satisfactory 
forest policy until it has a better knowledge of its forest lands 
and its forests. We feel that such a survey should be of an 
economic character, taking into consideration transportation mar- 
kets, as well as actual survey of timber resources, 

“In the eastern states we have a situation which does not exist 
in the northwest, and the College of Forestry believes that the 
state of New York and other eastern states must take up seriously 
the question of using hard woods for the manufacture of paper. 

“I feel that the survey which you have proposed should not 
only cover the northwest states, but should be applied to the 
eastern forests. That is, the paper situation is so serious in the 
country that we should not only have a survey of the larger areas 
of timber in the northwest and in Alaska, but we should have a 
better knowledge of the great areas of forest lands in the eastern 
states. When New York is farming less than one-half of her 
land area, Pennsylvania less than ten million out of its twenty 
million of acres and so on, in the eastern states, it is time that 
these states and the nation should have accurate information as 
to the possibilities of using non-agricultural land for the produc- 
tion of timber for pulp and lumber. We can no more afford to 
let forest lands remain idle than we can afford to let agricultural 
land become unproductive. 

“Can you not inject into your bill the broader idea of a national 
survey of forest lands and forests that there may be a sensible 
forest policy worked out for the entire country rather than for a 
certain section only?” 


A Pear of Few Failures 


The year just closed has been most unusual and so far as busi- 
ness failures are concerned. According to Bradstreet’s, the num- 








ber has been the smallest in that organization’s records, which 
extend back thirty-eight years. This is pointed out as the lead- 


ing of the three big outstanding features in the 1919 report as to 
business failures. Next is the fact that liabilities were lighter 
than in any year since 1902, and only four years of the past thirty- 
eight showed smaller aggregates. Finally, the business mortality 
rate in 1919; that is, the proportion of those failing to those in 
business, was less than one-third of one per cent., which was the 
smallest percentage ever recorded, 

As examples of the generally profitable character of the year’s 
business and proofs of the essential solvency of the general busi- 
ness community, it is pointed out that the above showings are the 
best ever recorded in any year, number of those in business con- 
sidered. 

There were only 5,550 business failures reported to Bradstreet’s 
for the calendar year 1919, a total 40.5 per cent. below that for 
1918, only one-third that of 1916, only 29 per cent. of the total 
in the high-record calendar year 1915, and the fewest recorded 
since and including 1881, when Bradstreet’s failure record begins. 

Liabilities for the year totaled only $112,233,106, one-fifth lower 
than those of 1918, less than one-third those of 1914, and only 
one-third those of 1907, the high-record year of the past thirty- 
eight, as regards liabilities. The total of liabilities was, in addi- 
tion, the smallest recorded since 1902, and only four years of the 
past showed lighter failure damage. The assets for 1919, $55,- 
334,135, were one-fifth below those of 1918 and only one-third 
those of 1915. Hence, the proportion of assets to liabilities, a 
test of general solvency in itself, was 49.1 per cent., which was 
identical with that of 1916, and with that exception, the highest 
recorded since 1902. The business mortality rate in 1919 was only 
thirty-hundredths of 1 per cent., as against fifty-hundredths of 


1 per cent. in 1918, and 1.07 per cent. in 1915, and compared with 
an annual average of ninety-six hundredths of 1 per cent. in the 


past thirty-eight years. In fact, the mortality rate was less than 
one-third the annual average of the past. 

Monthly records of failures through the year show that they 
were at their lowest ebb in July, when only 417 were recorded, 
and the December total of 488, though 17 per cent. above that of 
July, was 15 per cent. below the January, 1919, total, the largest 
monthly aggregate of the year. The third quarter of the year 
showed failures at their lowest recorded ebb for a three months’ 
period, but the !ast quarter’s liabilities were the smallest of the 
year, and were the lightest since the third quarter of 1902. 

Following are the figures of failures and liabilities for the year 
of peace, 1913-4, preceding the war, four full years of war, 1914-15 
to 1917-18, inclusive, and the first year of partial peace, 1918-19:

Decreases in failures from 1918, by groups of cities, range down 
from a falling off of 47 per cent. in the central west to 45 per 
cent. decrease in New England, 42 per cent. decline in the north- 
west, 37 per cent. in the middle states, 35 per cent. in the far west, 
and 27 per cent. decrease in the south. Compared with the year 
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1915, the “buy a bale” year, following the largest cotton crop 
ever gathered, southern failures in 1919 were only as one to five. 
In the other groups the proportions ranged from one to two in 
some groups to one to four in others of the failures of 1915, 

Canadian failures in 1919 ttaled only 626, 23 per cent. below 
1918, less than one-fourth those of 1915 or 1914, and the smallest 
total there is record of. Liabilities were only $10,079,668, 18 per 
cent. below 1918, and less than one-third those of such years of 
war strain as 1915 or 1914. 


To Build Mill on Puget Sound 


San Francisco, January 8, 1920.—M. R. Higgins, president of 
the National Paper Products Company, who has returned from a 
trip to Chicago, announces that he closed a deal while there for 
the purchase of the 87-acre manufacturing site owned by James 
Whalen at Port Angeles, Wash. Contracts have been closed for 
the buildings for a modern paper mill, which will be erected on 
the site in time for operations in July next. A 55-ton 164-inch 
paper machine has been purchased. This machine, which is de- 
signed for producing news print, has been lying at the site for 
three years without being set up. Contracts have been let for all 
the smaller machinery for the plant. 

The purchases were made in the interest of the Washington 
Pulp and Paper Corporation, which has been incorporated under 
the laws of the State of Virginia, with $4,000,000 authorized cap- 
ital stock and $1,500,000 paid in. The general manager will be 
E. M. Mills, of Chicago, who was formerly vice-president of 
Peabody, Houghtaling Company, and is thoroughly posted on the 
paper business. 

The officers of the Washington Pulp and Paper Corporation 
are: M. R. Higgins, president; E. M. Mills, vice-president; J. D. 
Zellerbach, secretary, and M. M. Cohn, treasurer. 

The construction of the new plant is a part of the big program 
of expansion of the National Paper Products Company. 

The buildings will be constructed of steel and concrete prin- 
cipally, and will be large enough for a two-machine plant. The 
paper machine will run on straight news. The site is admirably 
located, both for export and domestic shipment, as it is on the 
line of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad and there is 
forty feet depth of water at the wharf. The new plant will place 
the owners in a strong position for exporting. A large supply 
of spruce timber is available nearby. 


Modify Bagging Import Conditions 

After endeavoring for a long period to modify the requirements 
in connection with the fumigation of imported bagging, the Na- 
tional Association of Waste Material Dealers has accomplished its 
ends, and foreign bagging which is to be used to manufacture 
paper within 60 days after it is removed from the docks can now 
be brought into the country without fumigation. 

A committee representing the National Association of Waste 
Material Dealers, composed of E. Saloman, chairman; E. J. 
Keller and Frank C. Overton, after conferring with the Federal 
Horticultural Board at Washington, obtained the following con- 
cessions: 

“The Federal Horticultural Board will, as soon as possible, 
arrange for the licensing of importers and consumers of bagging 
which is to go into the manufacture of paper. After these licenses 
are granted, a licensed dealer may sell to a licensed consumer or 
to another licensed dealer, without the material having to be 
fumigated, providing that the shipment goes direct to a paper mill. 

“Proper affidavits, guaranteeing that the material is going direct 
to a paper mill, that the car will be properly cleaned out and that 
conversion will take place, preferably within 30 days, but not to 
exceed 60 days, must be furnished. 

“In the meantime, until such regulations can be promulgated, 
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shipments now on the docks or any which may arrive will be 
released without disinfection upon proper application to the Board, 
with certain guarantees. Members finding themselves in this situ- 
ation are advised to communicate with the secretary of this asso- 
ciation, who will furnish a temporary form of application and 
guaranty which will be acceptable to the authorities at Wash- 
ington.” 


Dean Baker Goes with A. P. & P. Association 

Syracuse, N. Y., January 12, 1920.—The American paper indus- 
try has taken over Dean Hugh P. Baker, head of America’s big- 
gest Forestry College, the New York State College of Forestry 
at Syracuse, under conditions which indicate both that America’s 
timber industry appreciates the need for a study of future raw 
materials, and for men with a technical knowledge of forestry in 
industry, and also that American education does not offer sufficient 
financial inducements to hold as college presidents men who are 
wanted in business. 

Dr. Baker resigned January 10 to accept twice the salary which 
he is now rated as receiving, to become secretary-treasurer of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association, with headquarters at New 
York. He takes up his new work probably about March 1. The 
trustees will select a successor to Dr. Baker at the July meeting, 
unless a special meeting is held earlier. 

The selection of Dean Baker for the executive officer of the 
parent association of America’s great paper industry, means ac- 
cording to Dr. Baker, a greater opportunity for the advancement 
of the principles of the forestry profession than is possible in 
any college. His letter of resignation outlines important phases 
of American forestry development of the past eight years, and 
also discloses that in the spring of 1919 he refused an offer of 
$7,500 from the outside, to remain as Dean of the College at a 
$6,000 salary. Even this sum he was not to receive at once, for 
under the rigid New York State budget the raise would not be- 
come operative until July 1, 1920, and then only after action by 
the Legislature. 


Paper from Linters and Cotton Hull Fibre 

The experimental paper mill of Arthur D. Little, Inc, Cam- 
bridge, Mass., has been busy for some months on demonstrations 
of the paper making quality of linters and cotton hull fibre which, 
during the war, were the chief source of cellulose for the nitro- 
cellulose used in smokeless powder. The mill is now engaged on 
the commercial production of the acid-washer filter paper for 
quantitative chemical analysis formerly imported. Its capacity 
for this puropse is more than sufficient to meet the entire Ameri- 
can demand and to ensure the highest possible quality of product, 
the mill is operating on distilled water.

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PRACTICAL QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


FOR MILL MEN 
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Safety Device for Size Rolls 

Question No. 2478—Can you inform me through your Question 
and Answer Department of any device which would reduce the 
possibility of the operator being hurt while putting the paper 
through the size rolls on a paper machine? 

Our safety committee has agreed that it is a dangerous opera- 
tion and a very serious accident would occur if a man did get 
caught there, but we are at a loss to provide a device which would 
eliminate the danger, and hope that you can help us out in this 
important work. Thanking you in advance for any assistance you 
may be able to render. 

Answer No. 2478.—We are glad to see questions of the above 
nature being asked and sincerely hope that more of the same 
kind will be forthcoming. 

Below is a description of a device in answer to the above ques- 





tion, which the writer has seen work, and can recommend it to 
be practical on slow and medium speeds. It consists simply of 
a light brass tube roll about three or four inches in diameter 
running on the bottom size roll, close up to the nip. This roll 
runs in loose arm boxes, and is turned by the bottom size roll 
upon which it rests. The drawing will show more plainly what 
is meant. This scheme absolutely guards the dangerous bite and 
if by any chance the operator should get caught in the small brass 
roll he would not get hurt, and could easily snatch his hand away. 
Any other suggestions regarding this will be gratefully received.

Answer No. 2469. In your issue of November 20, 1919, page 
60 to question No. 2469, would say for the further enlighten- 
ment of the questioner, that his trouble with lime in one of 
his digesters and not in the other, both using the same acid, 
is doubtless caused by the fact that gas is more freely blown 
off the digester in which lime trouble is found than the other. 
The same number of turns on a relief valve does not always 
denote equal volumes of gas blown off. 

It is a recognized fact in successful sulphite cooking, that 
the sulphite of the. gas is necessary in the digester to keep 
the presence of lime in solution, it being precipitated when 
the extra equivalent of gas is allowed to escape in the blow-off. 

Assuming the acid system to be working properly, it is im- 
portant that all blowing off of gas should be rigidly stopped 
beyond the requirements of maintaining maximum tempera- 
ture in the digester. L. D. Tompkins. 


Life of Felts 

Question No. 2479.—We are not satisfied with the way our 
felts are lasting. Would you kindly advise us through your 
practical department what course to follow to get the longest life 
from wet felts, and what in your opinion should the life of a 
wet felt be on a machine averaging 200 feet per minute making a 
good grade of paper? 

Answer No. 2479.—In the first place, keep your stock of felts 
down; it is advisable to have not more than four months’ supply 
of felts on hand. By following this suggestion, you will not only 
prevent possible spoilage of felts by being improperly cared for, 
but you will be able to detect at once almost any defects in the 
manufacture of the felts and can have them rectified at once. On 
the other hand, if you keep a large stock on hand you are liable 
to be handicapped by being unable to discover defects in felts 
until a year or two after they have been manufactured, the maker, 
rightly assuming them to be satisfactory, has probably sent several 
of the same grade. It being too late to remedy the defects now, 
you simply have to worry through with the bad felts as best you 
can. Therefore, keep your stock low, and arrange to have your 
felts shipped periodically. 

You must also consider whether the felts you are now using 
are best suited to your needs. There are special felts made for 
different grades of paper, so a felt which might give satisfactory 
service in manufacturing some grades of paper would do very 
poorly on others. 

Secondly, see that your felt-carrying rolls are in good condi- 
tion, that is, with a smooth surface, free from rough places, and 
are properly lubricated at all times. This is important. The rolls 
must turn free and easy, each one of your felt rolls is a strain 
upon the felt, and if they are not properly looked after, they will 
contribute largely to shortening the life of the felt. For this 
same reason you should not have any more rolls on your felts 
than is absolutely necessary. It is the essence of economy to 
use the best felt rolls obtainable, such as copper-covered iron rolls.

While we are talking about rolls, see to it also that your press 
rolls are in good condition, especially the bottom rolls, in regards 
to crown, condition of the rubber, its density, etc., and have your 
rolls wormed so that the seam of the felt will be straight across 
the machine at all times. There is hardly anything more im- 
portant about a felt than having the seam straight. If the seam 
is not straight, then you are not only shortening the life of the 
felt by causing excessive strain at certain points, but you are 
also not getting the work from the felt that you should be getting 
and you are doubly paying for it by more frequent wash-ups and 
by using more steam in drying the paper. 

Another thing to look out for is the sharp edges on the suction 
box. These edges should be carefully rounded and made smooth. 
The edges of the holes in the box should also be carefully 
rounded. It will be seen that a felt, unlike a wire, is pulled down 
into the holes of the suction box, and the upper edges of these 
holes will cut the nap from the felt, almost as good as a safety 
razor would, so round the edges carefully and see that the felt 
is not rubbing over other objects such as rusty iron, shipping 
rods, etc. 

We will next take up the stretch roll of the machine. The 
stretch roll is properly named and should be used to stretch the 
felt to the correct working tension. Now, if this roll was named, 
by the way, a great many machine tenders use it, it would be 
called the “Bursting Roll.” Many a perfectly good felt has been 
ruined in a few days by excessive stretching. Machine tenders 
who do this should realize that after a certain point is reached 
in stretching a felt, the maximum opening has been attained, and 
further stretching will not only rupture the felt, but will actually 
close it up, thereby increasing their difficulties, if they had any 
before. Have your felts run at the proper tension, and get out 
of the habit of stretching the life out of the felt every time the 
paper breaks. Another bad habit is that of removing the felt 
from the machine to be washed, dried and put back on the 
machine at a future date. This is very detrimental to the long 
life of the felt. It should not be allowed to dry out once it is 
put in use. Therefore, if it is possible, wash your felts on the 
paper machine and do not take them off until they are worn out 
and you are done with them, by doing this you not only preserve 
the strength of the felt, but you also eliminate spoilage, caused 
by taking off and putting on the felts. If you are shut down long 
enough so that felts would dry out, make arrangements with some 
one to wet them twice a day until you start up again. Felts should 
be washed by roping them instead of using a whipper. Rope the 
felt in the center of the press (be sure it is slacked way up), soak 
it with a solution of soda ash or soap for five minutes, then rinse 
out thoroughly with water. It is also advisable to turn the felt 
every day, especially the first press felt. This insures an even 
-wear on the nap. 


I consider that injuries done the felt from chemicals in the 
paper are almost negligible, excepting in very rare cases. Of 
course all that has been written here is relative to perfect felts. 

Defective felts are another question and is entirely up to the 
inanufacture of felts. 

Answering the second part of the question: 

A good average run in your case would be about 28 or 30 
working days for the first felt, and 70 to 80 working days for a 
second felt. 





Bryant Co. to Have Fine Office Building 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLamazoco, Mich., January 12, 1920.—Work on the construction 
of the finest office building in the city of Kalamazoo will be begun 
this month by O. F. Miller. The new structure will be for the 
Bryant Paper Company and will be located on the recently ac- 
quired site at the corner of Portage and Alcott streets. 

Plans and specifications are now being prepared by the en- 
gineering department operated by Mr. Miller and show that the 
edifice will embody many interesting innovations. The most im- 
portant and most valuable will be a splendid welfare hall, occu- 
pying the top floor of the building and large enough to afford a 
suitable meeting place for the employees, for dances, motion 
picture entertainments, lectures and similar amusement features, 
as well as an auditorium that will accommodate all stockholders’ 
meetings and any special exhibits of mill products that may be 
made from time to time. : 

This feature of the new building carries out a pet hobby of 
Frank H. Milham, president of the company, who has long 
wanted an attractive hall where the company’s employees can 
gather at will in social intercourse or business sessions. 

The building will face on Alcott street about 200 feet west of 
Portage street. It will be 90 feet long east and west, by 6 feet 
north and south. The construction will be strictly fireproof, 
reinforced concrete and steel. The exterior materials selected 
provide for stone foundations to the sill of the main floor, and 
above that brick, trimmed with stone. The front of the struc- 
ture is 35 feet high, while the rear will be 41 feet high. This 
difference is due to slope of the ground to the rear. 


First Writing Mill in Miami Valley ’ 
[FROM ouR 

Dayton, Ohio, January 12, 1920.—Old residents are recalling the 
days of fifty-four years ago when active preparations were under 
way for the erection of the first writing paper mill in the Miami 
Valley. The Harding-Erwin Excello mills were the first to launch 
the industry this side of the Alleghenies. It placed Excello on 
the map as the writing paper center of the West. Now the manu- 
facturers of Middletown and other nearby places are looking 
back on the event with reverence and believe some recognition of 
the event should be made this year when the fifty-fifth year of the 
establishment of the industry will be observed. 

A celebration, or observance of some kind, at the half-century 
mark would have been most appropriate, but as it passed un- 
noticed, the date now is being considered with some interest. 

An old-timer who remembers the beginning of the writing paper 
industry, remarked that at the time there were only four paper- 
making machines in Middletown, the Oglesby-Tytes-Barnitz & 
Company’s mill having two, the Globe mill one and the Wrenn 
Paper Company one. These mills turned out about seven and 
one-half, tons per day, not quite as much as the mills today make 
in a half hour’s time. There was not a steam engine in any of 
the mills at the time, all having been run by water power from 
the hydraulic. What a contrast in the manufacturing conditions 
of fifty years ago and today, and what a good, old-fashioned cele- 
bration could be arranged in honor of the establishment of the 
first writing mill in the Miami Valley!

The descriptions of the lignose pulp process, printed below, has 
been furnished to the Paper TrapE JourNAL by P. J. Minszes- 
heimer, the representative in this country of the Swiss inventor. 
The process has been patented in Switzerland and an application 
for a patent is now pending in the United States Patent Office. 

The lignose pulp process serves for a rational preparation of 
paper, pasteboard, pulp, from wastes from pine, fir, spruce, etc. 
(bamboo), which, according to the known wood grinding and 
wood pulp practice, are not available, and which accumulate at 
saw mills in large masses, often as useless waste, which becomes 
a nuisance and at last must be burned. 

No Expense for Chemicals 


The lignose pulp process works mechanically, without expense 
for chemicals, and furnishes the stuff for leather board, roofing, 
paper boxes, shoe cartons, etc., with slight consumption of power. 
It adapts itself especiaily to work-up ends, blocks, crusts, surface 
chips and all wastes which can be obtained free of cost in saw- 
mills, barrel and box factories and other working establishments. 

By the erection of a lignose pasteboard factory at large saw- 
mills, the profit of the latter may be raised up to 50 per cent., 
when the waste, often considered worthless, finds rational utiliza- 
tion. 

Compared with the wood-grinding process, the lignose process 
gives a saving in power of from 30 to 40 per cent. and permits 
the very smallest pieces of wood, which are not capable of grind- 
ing, to be utilized. Compared with the soda and sulphite process, 
it saves about 40 per cent. of the cost of installation and buildings, 
about 40 per cent. of the coal used, and the total expense of the 
chemicals, as well as their recovery, together with the factory 
chemist. It saves essentially in wages, royalties, and upkeep and 
accomplishes the double yield of fibres thereby, that the lignose 
fibres are not weakened through chemical solvents and are not 
diminished by any washing process. Other advantages of the 
lignose process are that it does not produce any nuisance by 
means of foul gases or poisonous waste water, so that concessions 
for the erection of lignose factories are everywhere easily ob- 
tainable. 

Firmer and Tougher Fibres 


Compared with steamed mechanical wood pulp pasteboard, the 
lignose products have much firmer and tougher fibres, and at 
equal surface weight have a thickness about 20 per cent. greater; 
that is, a greater thickness because lignose material consists of 
undamaged fibres, while the ground material contains a large 
quantity of mutilated pieces of fibres. The lignose material can 
be made very spongy and produces an excellent absorbent paste- 
board for supports, insulations, and especially for the manufacture 
of roofing paper. For the latter purpose, extended trials of the 
department for testing material shows that this roofing paper 
material fully satisfied the universally required conditions. 

The load of breaking is 4.75 kg. (required is 4 kg.). 

The capacity of taking up anbracene oil, 136 per cent. (required, 
120 per cent.). ! 

The ash content is 5 per cent. (allowed is 12 per cent.). 

Attention is here called to the fact that in the next years for 
rebuilding the destroyed territory of Europe, enormous quantities 
of roofing paper will be needed. Inasmuch as the United States 
of America has a highly developed roof paper industry, the pro- 
duction of lignose material for making roofing paper, raw mate- 
rial should be of extraordinary interest. This raw pasteboard 
has been hitherto made of ordinary rags of which in the next few 
years there probably will be a scarcity. Therefore, this invention 
for which a patent application has been made is of the highest 
interest for the industry of making raw material for the roofing 
paper. The lignose manufacture can easily be linked to every 
factory for making raw material for roofing paper, and the lignose 
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material can be mixed in any proportion with the rags hitherto 
used and replace the latter. 


Special Machines Used 

For the manufacture of lignose material, the following special 
machines are used: Woed boiler, with large inlet and holding 
about 30 dm. for 5 atmospheres’ pressure. Softener, to make 
pliable the cooked waste wocd. Its output is about 3,000 kg. in 
24 hours. The price is about 6,000 francs. These machines can 
easily be built in the United States by use of models at hand, 
which eventually are to be changed according to requirements. 
There are further used extra heavy and large edge mills and 
boilers, such as are usually employed in paper manufacture. In 
other respects the machines of the paper and pasteboard industry 
are used. Therefore the lignose plant can easily be connected 
with these. In the pasteboard industry, with wood grinding, the 
lignose division is easily installed during the course of operation 
of the wood grinding. 

Cost of Production 

The cost of production of 100 kg. of lignose material calculated 
dry will be about as follows: 

130 to 140 kilograms wood waste of sawmills using pine, fir, 
spruce, etc., said waste being larger than sawdust, but too 
small to be ground. 

120 kilograms steam at a pressure of 4° atmospheres. 

4 horsepower expended during 24 hours. 

3 hours unskilled labor. 

Maintenance, saw about 20 cents, more or less. 

For production of pasteboards, roofing paper material and car- 
tons, there comes to these prices of raw material the normal fac- 
tory costs for the respective industries, and also for the finished 
products. 

If the lignose plant is erected in a region rich with wood waste, 
then a part of the waste wood is used for the production of steam, 
eventually to produce paper. 


May Be Applied to Other Materials 

Also straw, wire grass, reeds, rushes, flax and hemp stems 
waste from the sugarcane, etc., may be worked up into brown 
paper and raw material (pulp) for pasteboard, the softener being 
omitted. According to the character of the raw material the 
paper pulp may be employed for the most varied purposes. Mixed 
with cellulose waste and old paper, it gives a good ordinary pack- 
ing paper. Alone or mixed with wood lignose, the paper or car- 
ton produced is adapted for the production of wall paper and 
cartons for packing purposes. 

The cost of production of 100 kg. of straw lignose pulp, 
counted dry, is as follows: 

About 140 to 180 kg. straw, wire glass, reds, etc. 
About 100 to 120 kg. cooking steam. 

About 1 to 2 horsepower during 24 hours. 

100 kg. straw lignose, counted dry. 

Also, this manufacture can easily be connected to any existing 
paper or carton factory through erection of a special boiler and 
eventual change of the existing Hollander. Cotton bushes and 
seed waste from oil presses will apparently be able to be worked 
up according to this straw lignose procedure. 

Gather Waste Paper for Charity 

Ottawa, Ont., January 12, 1920.—The success of the Imperias 
Order, Daughters of the Empire, in raising money for patriotic 
purposes by the collection and sale of waste paper during the war, 
has prompted the formation of other paper schemes to raise money 
for charitable work. The Young Women’s Christian Association 
here have a motor truck with which waste paper is collected from 
city homes every week-day and a considerable sum is being realized 
in this manner for the work of the institution.

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THE SUITABILITY OF COTTON HULL FIBRE FOR PULP 





AND PAPER MANUFACTURE 


In a recent paper by Otto Kress and S. D. Wellst were de- 
scribed the results of an investigation made on a semi-commercial 
laboratory scale covering the pulping and paper making qualities 
of second-cut cotton linters, cotton shavings and hull fibre. The 
writer was invited by the East St. Louis Cotton Oil Company, 
National Stock Yards, Ill, to attend some pulp and paper mill 
trials to be conducted under their direction, and to report the 
findings to the paper industry. This report covers the data ob- 
tained in these trials, as well as in previous pulping trials con- 
ducted by representatives of the East St. Louis Cotton Oil Com- 
pany, and in a pulping trial conducted by the Forest Products 
Laboratory at another plant. 


Procedure Followed 


The fibre, as supplied by the East St. Louis Cotton Oil Com- 
pany, was obtained in the following manner: The cotton seed 
as received at the oil mill has approximately 200 pounds of fibre 
adhering per ton of seed. The seed was first cleaned to remove 
dirt, after which a 75-pound linter cut was made. The partially 
delinted seed was cut and a separation made of the hulls and 
kernels, the kernels after a suitable steaming treatment being 
pressed for removal of the cotton seed oil, and the press cake 
used for cattle feed. The hulls were treated in a steel attrition 
mill for removal of the fibre, and by proper screening the fibre 
and hull bran were separated. 

The East St. Louis Cotton Oil Company had secured permission 
from the Penobscot Chemical Fiber Company, Great Works, Me., 
whereby it was permitted to carry on pulping trials in its digestors. 
Previous to the arrival of the writer at the latter plant, three 
cooks had been made. 

These cooks were made in a welded upright stationary digester, 
8 feet by 30 feet, fitted with a false bottom perforated with %-inch 
holes. Steam admitted through a 3-inch line under the false 
bottom into an injector or circulator circulates the cooking liquor 
to the top of the digester, where, by means of a special spray, 
the liquor is spread uniformly over the top of the digester charge. 
When the digester is at pressure, circulation by means of the 
injector practically stops. In the cotton-fibre cooks further cir- 
culation was obtained by means of a direct acting duplex steam 
pump. The digester was operated in the usual manner, being 
frequently relieved of air and gas. The digester was equipped 
with a recording temperature gauge, and temperature rather than 
pressure was used to control the cook. 

The cooks made previous to the arrival of the writer were made 
under the following conditions:

The digester was charged by putting in first fibre, then liquor. 
Practically no circulation was obtained during the preliminary 
part-of, the cook, a fact’ which was noted by the lag in tempera- 
ture. At the end of 4 hours the full line pressure of 110 pounds. 
was turned into the digester, circulation was secured, and the 
temperature started to rise. At 300° F. the plunger pump was 
used to secure circulation, as only sufficient steam is used at that 
period of the cook to counteract heat losses by radiation. This 
cook, like the other three made at this plant, was blown into a 
separator and then dropped to a wash pan, where it was drained. 
Afterwards it was washed three hours with weak black liquor 
and three hours with hot water. The cook did not blow clean; 
approximately one-eighth of the pulp remained on the digester 
and required a reblow. 


How the Pulp Was Handled 


An attempt was made to handle this pulp through the mill in 
the following manner: The washed pulp was hosed into a chest 
and pumped to an inclined knotter screen with a drag conveyor. 
The screen was perforated with %4-inch holes, and by increasing 
the water above the amount used in handling soda pulp, no diffi- 
culty was experienced in screening. The stock was then pumped 
to a rotary Quiller screen provided with .035-inch circular per- 
forations. The stock plugged the screen so that it was finally 
by-passed to a pulp thickener where again, because of the free- 
ness and tendency of the stock to collect in a bunch or wad form, 
it was found impossible to form a continuous sheet. The stock 
was next put over a thickener, where similar difficulties were 
encountered, and finally dropped into a bleach-tub, where it was 
trated at approximately 120° F. with 5 per cent of bleach, pro- 
ducing a pulp of very high color. From the bleach tank the stock 
went to the drainer, and after twenty-four hours it was flushed to 
a chest, put over a pulp thickener, and pumped to a 10-cut dia- 
phragm screen which had to be by-passed on account of difficulty 
in screening. ‘The stock was finally put over a pulp drying 
machine and taken off in the form of crepe. The stock which 
originally was clean had by this treatment become so dirty that 
it was rejected. The foregoing description of the handling of the 
stock is given to illustrate the difficulties incident to handling this 
free, long-fibred, bunchy stock in the usual soda pulp mill man- 
ner, By changing the procedure as described in the latter part 
of this report, the writer believes that all these difficulties may 
be overcome. 

Cook No. 2 

So much difficulty was experienced in cook No. 1 in obtaining 
good circulation that it was decided to introduce steam directly 
at the bottom of the digester instead of through the injector inside 
the digester. The injector pipe was, therefore, plugged at the top 
with a wooden plug, which was bolted and braced in place. While 
the digester was being filled with fibre, cooking liquor was run in.

The temperature rose immediately from the start of the cook, 
and no auxiliary circulation was used. The pulp when blown 
was very raw; many of the hull particles were not even softened. 
The digester did not blow clean, about 20 per cent remaining, on 
went a reblow was made. In this reblow, black liquor was 
introfluced in the usual manner, and on examining the digester 
after the reblow it was found that the plug had blown out of 
the circulating line; consequently, for part of the time on the 
reblow there must have been active circulation. The reblown 
stock from cook No. 2 was clean and well cooked and was subse- 
quently made into paper, the pulp requiring 7 per cent of 35 
per cent available bleaching powder to bring it to a good color. 


The raw cook, representing approximately 80 per cent of the 
digester content and estimated at 2,000 pounds B. D. pulp, was 
recooked with 400 pounds of caustic soda, sufficient black liquor 
(liquor ratio approximately 7 to 1) to cover, for three hours at 
320° F., 105 pounds pressure, without circulation. The digester 
blew clean, but apparently no further pulping had occurred. 


Cook No. 3 


In this cook the general conditions of cook No. 1 were repeated. 
The digester was first filled with liquor; then the fibre was added, 
and by means of the pump the liquor was circulated for 4 hours 
thoroughly to soak the fibre. In this respect cook No. 3 differed 
from cook No. 1, where there was no circulation during the filling 
period or at any time prior to the actual turning of steam into 
the digester.

When the digester reached temperature, the auxiliary circulating 
pump was used to secure circulation. One reblow of 10 per cent 
digester content had to be made. The pulp from cook No. 3 was 
completely cooked and after washing was dug out of the wash 
pan, placed in barrels, and shipped to the Eastern Manufacturing 
Company, Bangor, Me., for conversion into paper. 


Cook No. 4 


Cooks Nos. 1, 2 and 3 were made at a previous time by repre- 
sentatives of the East St. Louis Cotton Oil Company, the data 
being supplied to the writer, who, however, was present while the 
fourth and last cook was made.

The necessary volume of cooking liquor was run into the diges- 
ter and the fibre which had been shipped in burlay-wrapped bales 
was added; during this operation the liquor was circulated by 
means of the pump. When the digester was filled with the fibre, 
no liquor was visible. Steam was turned on at 2 p. m. and the 
pressure relieved at frequent intervals until the gas and air were 
removed. At 5 p, m. a temperature of 294° F, was reached, and 
circulation was started by means of the duplex-plunger steam 
pump. At 10 p. m. the packing on the pump had become badly 
attacked by the hot alkali, and leaked so much that it was neces- 
sary to stop the pump. At 10.25 p. m. the digester pressure of 
100 pounds was relieved to 80 pounds, and the cook was then 
blown. The cook did not blow clean; about 20 per cent of the 
digester content remained, requiring two reblows. The reblown 
stock was dropped into a separate tank and held over, without 
draining or washing, from Sunday morning till late Sunday night, 
a period of 14 hours. The main cook obtained from the first blow 
was well pulped, showing no uncooked hull particles, and was 
drained and washed at once. This pulp, as well as the reblown 
pulp, was dug out of the wash pan, packed into wooden boxes, 
and shipped to the American Writing Paper Co., Holyoke, Mass., 
where it was bleached and made into paper. 

A sample of the black liquor obtained from the discharge spout 
of the blow pit had a specific gravity of 125° Tw., a concentra- 
tion of 9.76 grams per liter of caustic soda, and an efficiency of 
chemical consumption of 74.2 per cent. 


Cooks Nos. 5 and 6 
These cooks were made by the representatives of the East 
St. Louis Cotton Oil Company in a-rag boiler of the Eastern 
Manufacturing Company, Bangor, Me., and the data were given to 
the writer by the representative who witnessed these trials. The 
cooks were made in a 25 foot by 7 foot rotary rag boiler, ordi- 
narily rated as a 10,000-pound rag boiler.

The cooked stock contained a considerable proportion of hulls, 
indicating clearly that even with the excess of caustic soda em- 
ployed that the pressure and, therefore, the temperature was 
insufficient to completely pulp the stock. The stock bleached to a 
fair color, but contained a considerable amount of yellowish hull 
particles which appeared in the sheet when the pulp was converted 
into paper at the plant of the Eastern Manufacturing Company. 
Inasmuch as 50 pounds pressure was the maximum allowable 
pressure, no further trials were made in the rag boilers of the 
Eastern Manufacturing Company. 


' Cook No. 7 
This cook was made by Mr. Wells and the writer previous to 
the six cooks described, on cotton hull fibre supplied by T. L. 
Smith, Birmingham, Ala., at the plant of the B. D. Rising Paper 
Company, Housatonic, Mass.

There is little let-up in the demand for all grades of paper this 
week. Trade has been very active, and seems to be getting under 
way for a prosperous year. 

News print is slightly more active than it was last week, as the 
publishers are preparing for the heavy January and February 
advertising campaigns that are scheduled to start shortly. News, 
transient, is selling for just about any price now, as the publishers 
no longer ask questions as to price, but pay it cheerfully, in order 
to get the paper. News is now bringing about 9.00c. per pound, 
as a general rule, for spot delivery. There is some rumor that 

, some of the manufacturers are contracting for only a part of their 

‘ production, and are reserving a part to reap the tremendous profits 

! offered in the open market. This will, of course, tend to lessen 
the price in the open market. 

The book paper market has started in on a long-anticipated 
incline. Demand has been steadily growing for three weeks now, 
and prices have been keeping pace with the increased demand. 
Coatd and mill finished papers have increased decidedly in price, 
the former bringing 10.50@11.50, and the latter 10.00@11.00. The 
general consensus of opinion is that the market has by no means 
reached its high-water mark, and that there will be still further 
increases shortly. 

The board market is still showing signs of unusual strength this 
week. Trade is reported very active, and although prices are un- 
changed, boards have been showing a strength not at all incun- 
sistent with increased prices shortly. 

Fine papers, especially bonds, have been very active, and de- 
mand is reported very good. Bonds have been slowly increasing 
in price for some time now, and there seems no indications that 
the top prices have been reached. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Wood pulp'is still very scarce. Trade has been somewhat cur- 
tailed by the small supply on the market recently, but this week 
showed an‘unusual activity. Most of the orders were for small 
quantities, however, and the market seemed rather forced. Prices 
have been very high for some time now, first class ground wood 
bringing $60 a ton, while stored wood has been sold as high as $50. 

Chemical Pulp 

Chemical pulp, while it has been in good demand for some time, 
is not showing any spectacular inclinations. Prices, although 
fairly high, are not exorbitantly so, while dealers report that de- 
mand is quite sufficient to absorb the supply. 

Rags 

Rags have been increasing, both in demand and price, for the 
past month. This week’s market shows a marked increase in 
price, but it is believed that the rises are due to a healthy increase 
in volume of business and manufacture by the mills. 


Old Ropes and Bagging 
Trade has been fairly active in this market and shipments large. 
Dealers and manufacturers alike seem to be unwilling to buy 
heavily, but are buying from day to day, getting only what stock 
they need for actual use in manufacture. 
Paper Stock 
Waste papers of all grades have advanced slightly this week, 
due to am unusual demand. As in the case of the rag market, 
there seems to be little speculation and the market seems to be 
running on a quiet healthy demand which forced the prices up 
naturally. 
Twine 
Twine has shown no change for some time. There is an evey- 
increasing demand, which has kept the prices at top levels, despite 
increased production. Al! twine makers’ supplies are very scarce 


now, and thus the market has been kept somewhat uncertain as to 
supply. 


COTTON HULL FOR PAPER MAKING

In this trial a rotary rag boiler with a maximum allowable 
pressure of 45 pounds was used. 


Weight of air dry fibre ....... 7,899 Ibs. (90% B. D.)

No relief pipe was available to relieve the air from the rotary; 
consequently, the pressure noted was probably fictitious. Fur- 
thermore, the recording pressure gauge indicated only 35 pounds 
pressure, but the experimenters were informed that the reading 
of the instrument was uniformly 10 pounds low. 

At the end of 14 hours the pressure was blown down, and the 
digester dumped. The fibre was incompletely pulped, showing 
practically all of the original hull particles. These, however, were 
softened to such a degree that they could be bleached to a high 
white, and would no doubt have been entirely pulped out if a 
higher steam pressure could have been used. 

A sample of the black liquor on analysis showed 58 per cent 
free caustic soda and a chemical efficiency of 42 per cent. 

The pulp was allowed to lie for two days in black liquor on 
the digester floor, and was then washed for six hours and bleached 
cold. The method of bleaching was to use about three-fourths of 
the total bleach required in the first bleaching treatment for a 
period of one hour, with a little acid to accelerate the action, 
The stock was then washed and rebleached, for one hour, and 
dropped into a drainer. The writer was not present at the mill 
during this treatment but was informed that some 4,300 pounds 
of pulp was produced, equivalent of 60.6 per cent of the weight of 
the original bone dry fibre, requiring 10.9 per cent of bleach to 
bring it to a high degree of white. A final yield of 3,800 pounds 
of bleached hull fibre was obtained.

Charge Wall Paper Monoply 

Ortawa, Ont., January 12, 1920.—The Board of Commerce will 
sit at Toronto this week to hear the case of William Charles 
Routley, managing director of Routley’s, Limited, dealers in wall- 
paper, against the T, Eaton Company, Toronto. The claim is 
that the Eaton company has secured practically a monopoly in 
certain lines of wall paper by which it is able to name its own 
price and the accusation is that the Eaton company is charging 
2 price which gives it an excessive profit. 

The complainant alleges that the Eaton company made arrange- 
ments with certain manufacturers of wall-paper in the United 
States to sell their product in Canada and that as a result no 
other dealer in this country can handle these lines. The Ameri- 
can manufacturers mentioned in the claim are Birge & Sons, Buf- 
falo; Becker, Smith & Page, Philadelphia, and the Robert Graves 
Company, New York. Mr. Routley claims that if the Board of 
Commerce breaks the monopoly which they allege exists, that wall 
paper can be sold more cheaply in Canada. The case is attracting 
interest as depending on the decision of the board other actions 
will likely be taken in respect to other lines of goods in which it 
is alleged the T. Eaton Company possesses a monopoly.

Acid Proof Linings for Sulphite Digester 


According to the Technical Notes issued by the Forest Products 
Laboratory the problem of lining an experimental sulphite di- 
gester is different in many respects from lining problems encoun- 
tered in commercial practice. The most important difference is 
that due to size. Others arise from the fact that in order to 
obtain quantitative yields, the experimental digester must be 
washed free of pulp immediately after each blow, and a lining 
which spalls off and produces a dirty pulp is unsatisfactory. It is 
out of the question to riffle the pulp and obtain reliable yields. 

Many different kinds of linings were installed in the experi- 
mental digester at the Forest Products Laboratory before a satis- 
factory one was found. Because of difficulties due to size, tiling 
similar to that used in commercial installations was impractical. 
Lead was first tried, but was soon discarded on account of the 
“creeping” action of this metal when subjected alternately to heat 
and cold. Bronze was found to produce dirty pulp. A solid lining 
of litharge and glycerine lasted only a short time. Then cement 
briquets were made of many mixtures, given different coatings, 
and subjected to the action of sulphite cooking acid. The results 
of this experiment led to the installation of a lining of 1:1 cement 
and crushed quartz sand, 3 inches thick and coated with sodium 
silicate. This lining held up fairly well for some time, though 
particles of sand were continually falling off and causing dirty 
pulp. 

It was finally decided that the only way out of the difficulty 
was to install a solid stoneware casting of acid proof tile 1% 
inch thick. As the digester is joined in the middle, the shape of 
the casting offered no particular difficulties. Liberal tolerances

were allowed on all dimensions, and openings difficult to locate 
were omitted in the casting. A stone cutter with an air chisel 
was able to put these holes through without breakage after the 
casting was in place and backed with cement. This lining has 
proved exceedingly satisfactory. 





Laurentide Has $35,000,000 Capital 

MonTreEaAt, Que., January 12, 1920.—Incorporation has been 
granted to a new company to take over the business of the Lauren- 
tide Company, Limited, the new company to have a capital of 
$35,000,000, 

The fact that the capital of the new company is placed at $35,- 
000,000 probably caused some surprise in local brokerage house 
circles, where the general expectation was that this would be 
$30,000,000. It is stated in an authoritative way, however, that 
only $28,800,000 of the authorized amount will be issued at this 
time, and that previous forecasts that the splitting up of the old 
shares would be on a three-for-one basis are correct. 

With this effected, the company will have $6,200,000 of stock 
in its treasury, to be issued when additional capital may be re- 
quired for extensions of plant, the acquisition of new properties 
or other purposes. 

Notices calling a special meeting of shareholders on January 26 
to ratify the proposal of the directors are now in process of being 
sent out. With this reorganization, the Laurentide Company will 
be in a position to finance the long-contemplated extensions to its 
plant, which will have its capacity about doubled. The present out- 
put of the Laurentide Company per day is 420,000 Ibs. of news 
print, 100,000 Ibs. of paper boards, 560,000 Ibs..of dry ground 
wood pulp and 350,000 Ibs. of sulphite fibre.

ALUM.—Trade this week in the alum market has lost all of its 
holiday sluggishness and is showing a decided activity. Demand 
for lump ammonia is slightly stronger than for the powdered 
grades. Prices quoted are 4@4.25c. for lump alum and 4.25@4.50c. 
for the powdered grade. 

BLANC FIXE.—The blanc fixe market has assumed a strength- 
ening aspect this week that portends a very active season for this 
commodity. Demand is very strong, and trade has been active 
ever since the first of the year. Prices quoted are $40@50 for 
pulp and 4.50@5c. the pound for the powdered. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Demand for bleach has materially 
strengthened this week. The market has discarded its temporary 
holiday sluggishness, and trade has settled down to a strong 
steady activity. Shipments have been larger than usual recently, 
but prices are as yet unchanged, bleach being quoted at 2.25@2.50c. 
the pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—The brimstone market is, and has been, ‘un- 
changed for over two months. Trade has been normally active, 
and prices strong and firm, showing little indications to change. 
Brimstone is selling at $18 for domestic use and $20 for export. 

CASEIN.—Casein is still on the up-grade, both in demand and 
price. Trade is reported very active, and shipments are fairly 
large. Recent reports from Argentine state that the condition is 
better than was first thought, and that supplies from that country 
could be obtained for some time yet. Prices being quoted are 
$13.50@14 for unselected casein and $14@14.50 for grade A stock. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—There is a slight strengthening in the caus- 
tic soda market this week. Trade is reported slightly brisker and 
demand a little stronger. Prices being quoted by manufacturers 
are $2.75 for the 76 per cent caustic, at 60 per cent basis, and 
3.65@3.75c. for spot delivery. 

CHINA CLAY.—Demand for china clays, especially for domes- 
tic grades, has been practically unchanged for ‘some weeks. Deal- 
ers report that there is a normal activity, and that shipments have 
been fairly large. China clays are being quoted at $7.50@9.50 
for crude domestic, $11@12, washed at the mine, and $18@24 for 
English clays. 

ROSIN.—Rosin has strengthened slightly this week. Due to 
an increased demand for several grades of rosin from Europe, 
paper makers grades have advanced. Prices being quoted this 
week are grade E, $18.15; F, $18.25, and G, $18.35. 

SODA ASH.—Soda ash has been keeping on a comparatively 
level plane all during the recent period of inactivity, and trade 
is reported as unchanged. Prices quoted are 1.90c. in bags and 2c, 
in barrels. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—The sulphate of alumina market 
has resumed its activity in full this week. Trade is reported very 
brisk, and prices are expected to rise shortly. Quotations are 
1.75@2c. for the commercial and 2.75@2.85c. for the iron free 
grade. 

TALC.—The talc market is unchanged this-.week.. Dealers re- 
port that they have ample demand to absorb all the talc obtainable, 
but that they do not expect an increase in price for. some time. 
Talc is bringing $16@16.50 the ton. 


De Grasse Paper Co. May Move 
Ocpenssurc, N. Y., January 12, 1920—The De Grasse Paper 
Company of Pyrites may move its plant to this city within a 
few months, according to the Syracuse Post, It is understood 
that the company is dissatisfied with its present location for 
several reasons. 


The company has been greatly hampered by the village of 
Canton, which has brought suits against the concern for dam- 
ages, charging alleged polution of the Grasse river. Most of 
the company’s pulpwood comes up the St. Lawsence River from 
Quebec, and is unloaded at the terminal here, then transported 
to Pyrites by rail. The freightage from here alone is esti- 
mated at $100,000 a year.
